Mr.  Marvin       Lewis,  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
appeared  before  the  Commission  in  support  of  what  maybe  termed 
a  Shoppers  Special  Fare  for  the  Downtown  Area  of  San  Francisco « 

He  stated  that  the  downtown  districts  of  major  cities  in 
America  were  being  adversely  affected  by  decentralization;  this 
was  true  of  San  Francisco  and  perhaps  more  so,  due  to  its 
peculiar  topography.    Other  cities  coping  with  the  problem 
have  inaugurated  a  Shoppers  Special  Fare,  which  under  certain 
operating  conditions,  if  not  particularly  profitable,  has  met 
with  public  approval. 

Mr.  Lewis  urged  that  San  Francisco  inaugurate  such  a  program, 
at  least  for  an  interim  period,  pending  development  of  peri- 
pheral parking  areas;  he  contended  that  what  is  profitable  for 
the  downtown  area  would  prove  profitable  for  all  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

Mr.  Lewis  did  not  propose  any  specific  plan,  specific  as  to 
routes,  headways,  type  of  vehicles  to  be  used;  but  he  did  urge 
ine  Commission  to  seriously  study  the  feasibility  of  providing 
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some  type  of  special  shoppers  service  to  serve  buildings, 
stores,  shops,  theatres  in  the  downtown  area  and  further 
recommended  that  the  Police  Commission  cooperate  with  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  in  elimination  of  all  automobile 
stopping  in  theareas  served  by  the  special  shoppers  service. 
Insupport  of  his  plan,  Mr,  Lewis  read  telegrams  and  letters 
from  Denver,  Houston,  Dallas,  Atlanta  (City  Traffic  Department) 
San  Antonio  and  Cleveland. 

Mr.  Thorns  Gray  of  the  Downtown  Association  spoke  in  support 
of  Mr.  Lewis  for  the  plan  in  general;  he  urged  the  Commission 
to  give  consideration  to  the  plan,  to  develop  suggested  routes 
and  headways  to  the  end  that  the  Downtown  Association  could 
study  the    plan  in  detail. 

Mrs.  Bernice  Olson,  Director  of  the  Army-Mission  Merchants 
Association  presented  a  resolution  to    the  Commission,  in 
which  the  Association  was  of  record  as  ^^opposing  unanimously 
the  proposed  reduction  of  Municipal  Railway  fares  from  the 
outer  districts,  so  that  there  will  be  inaugurated  a  five-cent 
fare  for  downtown  shoppers  residing  in  the    outlying  districts-^ 

Mr.  Harold  DaBois  of  the  mrim  District  requested  that  if  the 
Commission  were  to  consider  special  fares  for  the  downtown 
area,  the  sam.e  consideration    be  given  to  other  districts. 

Mr,  Hill  of  the  Central  Council  of  Civic  Clubs,  Transportation 
Committee  stated  that  he  was  appearing  at  the  hearing  to  se- 
cure more  information  as  to  specific  plans  for  presentation 
to  the  Council. 

Mrs.  Thorms  Best  of  the  Greater  Highway  Club  stated  that  it  was 
the  understanding  of  the  Club  that  the  special  fare  of  5  cents 
for  shoppers  was  to  be  applied  to  the  whole  of  San  Francisco, 
a  program  that  the  Club  supports,, 

Mr.  Henry  S.  Foley  of  the  C,  I.  0.  Carmens  Union  stated  that 
his  organization  was  not  prepared  to  state  its  position  at 
this  time  because  no  specific  plan  was  offered. 

Walter  Grannicher  of  the  West  of  Twin  Peaks  Council  appeared 
as  an  observer  in  the  interests  of  reporting  to  the  Council ♦ 

Mr.  Geo.  Johns  of  the  Labor  Council  was  also  an  abserver  in 
order  to  determine  plan  prior  to  reporting  to  the  Council. 

Mr.  John  E.  Sullivan  of  the  Council  of  District  Merchants 
Association  stated  that  he  did  not  believe  that  a  5-cent 
shoppers  special  is  really  goin  g  to  be  the  answer  to  the 
problem  because  San  Francisco  people  have  become  so  used  to 
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their  automobiles  that  it  would  take  ^'almost  a  free  pass-^  to 
get  them  out  of  their  cars  and  into  the  public  transit 
system;  he  also  stated  that  if  the  5-cent  shoppers  special 
service  were  put  into  effect  for  the  downtown  area,  that  the 
neighborhood  merchants  would  want  the  same  service  for  their 
respective  areas, 

Mr.  Philip  F.  Landis,  former  member  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  was  an  honored  guest  of  the  Commission;  he  stated 
that  he  was  interested  in  the  remarks  made;  he  believed  that 
the  plan  had  merit  and  was  a  positive  approach  to  a  problem 
that  so  often  is  approached  in  a  negative  fashion;  he.  urged 
that  the  plan  be  tried. 

Vice  President  Victor  S.  Swanson  complimented  rt*.  Landis  for 
his  interest  and  for  the  great  work  he  had  performed  as  a 
former  member  of  the  Commission. 

Commissioner  Sdw.  3.  Baron,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Donald 
A,  Cameron,  moved  that  the  matter  be  taken  under  advisement; 
Commissioner  Sam  Mc  Kee,  stated  that  the  plan  proposed  had 
merit  and  proposed  an  amendment  to  Commissioner  Baron's  motion, 
that  the  plan  be  studied  by  the  Commission  and  by  the^Police 
and  Parking  Commissions  and  thit  Resolution  No.  15,395, adopted 
May  4,  1955'       which  the  Commission  declared  that  the  service
